marched about six miles Northward 
where we boarded a train. The road 
was a narrow guage, the cars small and 
flat were about 12 feet long by H wide, 
with a siding about 1 foot high all 
round. We were crowded into them as 
close as we could stick, and brought 
here. We were several hours on the 
way although the distance was said to 
be only thirty-live miles. We were 
.hungry enough to enjoy our supper 
which we ate al.out B p. m. We then 
spread our blanket! on the grass, of 
which there is un abundance, and slept, 
oar only shelter being the stars. Some 
time during the night 1 awoke and 
found it raining. I was tired so 1 
turned over and went to sleep again. 
At this place we relieved two Compa- 
nies of the Third Infantry. 
Oar squad Is disposed as follows: 
> guard— Vi privates, 3 non-com- 
Baghag Bridge guard, 2 
miles South on the railroad— 12 pri- 
vate*, 3 non-commissioned ; RioUrande 
Bridge guard, a little to th.- North .f

so many posts to guard and only 42 
man we are kept busy. We are not al- 
llowad to move aw yards from our post 
without our arms.
